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Split in Maduro's ranks 
amid Venezuela turmoil 


CARACAS (AFP) - A 
Venezuelan ruling party gover¬ 
nor called for the release of all 
jaded protesters yesterday in a 
rare public split within Presi¬ 
dent Nicolas Madura's ranks 
after nearly three weeks of 
deadly anti-government de¬ 
mon strati a ns 

Jose Gregorio Viehna Mora, 
the governor of the western 
state of Tachira where the stu¬ 
dent-led protests began Febru¬ 
ary 4, also criticized the use of 
the military in response to the 
protests, calling it. a grave 
error" and an "unacceptable ex¬ 
cess." 

The development came as 
Maduro was preparing to meet 
with tlie nation's governors and 
his call Sunday for a national 
dialogue. 

At least 14 people have 
been killed and 140 others in¬ 
jured m the protests, which 
have posed the greatest chal¬ 
lenge to Maduro's government 
since he was narrowly elected 
president last year to succeed 
the late leftist icon Hugo 
Chavez orty-five people re¬ 
main under arrest. 

Attorney General Luisa Or¬ 
tega said 13 people had lost 
their Jives as of’Sunday, and on 
Monday a protester was killed 
falling from a roof as he tried 
to take cover from tear gas. 

Vi elm a 1 s criticism earned 
weight because, besides being 
a governor, he is a former mil¬ 
itary o ffr cer who to Dk p art in an 
abortive coup fed by Chavez in 


1992. 

“All tho se who are in jaal for 
political reasons, send them 
home," Viehna said "Including 
Simona vis, including 

Leopoldo Lopez.' 

Lopez is a prominent oppo¬ 
sition leader who was jailed 
last week after the protests 
turned violent

Maduro ordered a battalion 
of paratroopers last week to 
San Cristobal, the capital of 
Tachira. and had sad he might, 
suspend constitutional guaran¬ 
tees in the restive state.

This will entail the 
integration of work that es cur¬ 
rently being done at two areas 
Tin s means that there must be 
excellent coordination for the 
best use of the services during 
the entire week The modern 
wharf that Aruba will be get¬ 
ting will be able to create dif¬ 
ferent new opportunities for 
commerce on Aruba.

Recent Caribbean earth¬ 
quakes spark concern 



rocked the Caribbean in the 
last week and concerns have 
been growing for a major 
tremor in the region. 

On Tuesday, Feb. IS, a 
strong 6.5 -magnitude quake 
occurred about 1 □ Q miles; 
north-northeast of Bridgetown, 
Barbados. According to Dr. 
Joan L at chin an, the Director of 
the Seismic Research Unit of 
the University of the West In¬ 
dies, it was the strongest 
tremor since 1930 m the area 
Three days later, on Feb. 
21, a 5.1 -magnitude seismic 
event occurred near Aruba. 
While bo tli of these quakes did 
not cause much damage, they 
are a reminder that the 
Caribbean remains a very ac¬ 
tive seismic zone, prone to 
earthquakes at anytime. 

Earthquakes are common in 
the Caribbean, but most are 
less than 3 0 on the Richter 
Scale. The two recent, stronger 
rumbles have rekindled mem¬ 
ories of highly destructive 
earthquakes over the past few 
hundred years 

The Caribbean has a long 
history of destructive tremors 
One of the most infamous 
occurred in 1692 when a 7.5- 
magnitude quake dismantled 


merged under water, and thou¬ 
sands of people lost their lives. 

The Caribbean Plate is 
sandwiched between nume¬ 
rous tectonic plates including 
the North American and South 
American. It is the North 
American that helps form the 
Puerto Rico Trench, with 
depths over 23,000 feet north 
of the US. territory Tins zone 
of subdued on, where one tec¬ 
tonic plate slowly slide below 
another, is a concern to many 
geophysicists. 

While destructive quakes, 
such as the highly destructive 
Haiti tremor of 2010, have oc¬ 
curred recently, there has not 
been a major earthquake asso¬ 
ciated with tlie Puerto Rica 
Trench m over 200 years The 
last event was a S. 1 tremor in 
1737. 

With an influx of people to 
many islands of the Caribbean 
aver the last few decades, 
much more infrastructure ex¬ 
ists across the islands than was 
around throughout much of the 
20th century A major tremor 
and potential accompanying 
tsunami could cause utter de¬ 
struction to populated areas 
and create serious economic 
hardship.

Pentagon proposes to shrink US Army 

to pre-WWII level 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
Pentagon plans to scale back 
the US Army by more than an 
eighth tc its lowest level since 
before Worid War II, as ithopes 
for an end to 13 years of war m 
Afghanistan. Defense Secretary 
Chuck Hag el recommended 
shrinking US forces from 
520.00D active duty troops to 
between 440,000 Bind 450,000 

In a speech outlining the 
proposed defense budget yes¬ 
terday, he said that after Iraq 
and Afghanistan, military lead¬ 
ers no longer plan to “conduct 
long and large stability opera¬ 
tions." 

If approved by Congress, 
the move would reduce the 
army to its lowest levels since 
1940, be fore the Amen can mil - 
it ary dramatically expanded 
after entering World War II. 

The proposed 13 percent re¬ 
duction m die army would be 
carried out by 2017, a senior 
defense official, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity, said 


Hie move comes amid 
growing fiscal pressures and 
after years of protracted 
counter-insurgency campaigns, 
which saw the Army reach a 
peak of more than 5dd,D0fl 
troops in 20ID 

US troops have already 
withdrawn from Iraq and Pre¬ 
sident Barack Obama has 
promised to end America's 
combat role in Afghanistan by 
the end of this year 

The Pentagon had previ¬ 
ously planned to downsize the 
ground force to about 490,000 
But Hagel warned that to 
adapt to future threats "the 
Army must accelerate the pace 
and increase the scale of its 
post-war drawdown." He said 
the changes "would result in a 
smaller army, but would help 
ensure the army remains well- 
trained and dearly superior in 
amis and equipment." 

HageJ also said the army 
national guard and reserves 
would be cut by five percent. 


The smaller force would 
entail some "added risk" but it 
would stsil be able to defeat an 
adversary in one region while 
also "supporting" air and naval 
operations in another, he said 

His comments confirmed 
die Pentagon has abandoned die 
idea of ensuring die army could 
fight two major wars at the 
same time 

The proposed budget also 
calls for scrapping the Air 
Farce's entire fleet of A-10 
“Warthog" air craft and retiring 
the storied U-2 spy plane. In¬ 
stead, commanders have opted 
to invest more in the new F-35 
fighter and die unmanned Glo¬ 
bal Hawk surveillance drone. 

Hagel also called for slow¬ 
ing growth in pay and benefits, 
winch make up nearly half the 
Pentagon's budget. 

Under a bipartisan accord 
adopted in December, die De¬ 
fense Department will have a 
$496 billion budget for fiscal 
year 2015. 


The Ukraine seeks fugitive 
leader over 'mass murder' 


KIEV(AFP) - The Ukraine is¬ 
sued an arrest warrant yester¬ 
day fonts ousted pro-Russian 
president over "mass murder" 
and appealed for $35 billion in 
Western aid as Moscow de¬ 
nounced Kiev's new reformist 
team as illegitimate 

Hr e dram ah c ami o unc e- 
ments by the ex-Soviet nation's 
untested but enthusiastic West¬ 
ern-leaning ministers -- ap¬ 
proved by parliament over a 
chaotic weekend that saw pre¬ 
sident Viktor Yanukovych go 
into hiding — came as the EU's 
top diplomat arrived m Kiev to 
buttress die Ukraine's sudden 
hit away from Russia 

Three months of relentless 
protests over Yanukovych's 
shock decision to spurn an his¬ 
toric pact with the European 
Union in favour of closer ties 
with Ukraine's old masters in 
the Kremlin culminated in 
days of carnage last week in 
Kiev that claimed almost IDO 
lives 

Russia reacted with outrage 
to the "mutiny" in a country 
with centuries-old roots to 
Moscow; and which President 
Vladimir Putin views as an in¬ 
tegral part of an economic — 
and possibly even military — 
alliance to counterweight the 
EU and NATO blocs. 

But Western powers have 
been cautiously throwing their

Obama approves Vietnam 
nuclear deal 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obamayesterday 
approved a civilian nuclear 
pact with Vietnam which could 
lead to the sale of US reactors 
to Washington's energy-hungry 
former war foe. 

Hie move by the president 
formally opened a 90-day re¬ 
view process in Congress. If no 
legislation is passed contraven¬ 
ing the accord, it will then 
come into force 

Under the accord, US offi¬ 
cials said, Vietnam committed 
not to produce radioactive in¬ 
gredients for nuclear weapons 
and signed up tD US nonprolif¬ 
eration standards, which the 
White House bills as the 
strongest m the world 

"I have determined that the 
performance of the agreement 
will promote, and will not con¬ 
stitute an unreasonable nsk to, 
the common defense and secu¬ 
rity," Obama said in a memo¬ 
randum to the Energy 
Department 

Vietnam agreed not to en¬ 
rich or reprocess uranium, key 


steps in the manufacture of nu¬ 
clear weapons, in the deal 
signed on the sidelines of an 
East Asia summit in Brunei in 
October 

It also pledged to seek com¬ 
ponents for its fuel cycle on Hie 
open, international market. 

Vietnam's market for nu¬ 
clear' power -- already the sec¬ 
ond largest in East Asia after 
China -- is exp ected to grow to 
$50 billion by 2030 

Vietnam faces energy short¬ 
ages and is pursuing nuclear 
energy, officials have sard, with 
a plan that calls for the first nu¬ 
clear'power plant to he m com¬ 
mercial operation by 2020 
It wants nuclear energy to 
provide more than 10 percent 
of its total power generation 
needs by 2030

Ecuadoran President Rafael 
Correa acknowledged a 
"painful" setback in mayoral 
elections as early results Mon¬ 
day showed die opposition de¬ 
cisively winning races in the 
capital Quito and other major 
cities. 

Seen as an important test of 
popularity for Correa, a pop¬ 
ulist in the mold of the late 
Hugo Chavez of Venezuela, 
Sunday's polls delivered big 
victories to center-right candi¬ 
dates, according to early re¬ 
sults and exit polls. 

"It's good we've had tins 
shakeup," Correa said. But “it's 
veiy painful what happened in 
Quito, and dangerous" 

Since first being elected 
president in 20 D7, Correa has 
moved Ecuador into a leftist 
alii anc e with Venezuel a Cub a, 
Nicaragua and Bolivia 

He antagonized Britain and 
the United States by granting 
asylum to WikiLeaks founder 
Julian Assange at Ecuador's 
London embassy, and has 
clashed rep eatedly with Wash¬ 
ington, paring back military 
and diplomatic ties. 

With Venezuela now beset 
with opposition street protests, 
Correa told reporters he was 
concerned about possible 
"governability" problems in 
Ecuador. 

Rodas, a center-right lawyer, 
dismissed the notion that his 
election mi girt lead to instabil¬ 
ity. “1 will not stray from my 
objectives," he said.

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US sidesteps German report on mass 
spying sweeps 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States oil Monday de¬ 
clined to comment on claims 
that its spies are conducting 
sweeping surveillance of hun¬ 
dreds of prominent Germans, 
though it did not deny the re¬ 
ports. 

Tire claims by a newspaper, 
following a transatlantic row 
over revelations that Washing¬ 
ton's National Security Agency 
intercepted Chancellor Angela 
M erkel' s co mmum c ah on s, 
marked another test for wob¬ 
bling US-German relations. 

Tire National Security 
Council did not confirm or 
deny the reports in tire Bild am 
Sonntag that Washington was 
eavesdropping on hundreds of 
key Germany figures, includ¬ 
ing a cabinet minister 

Spokeswoman Caitlin Hay¬ 
den noted that US spy agencies 


would continue to "gather in¬ 
formation about tire intentions 
of governments — as opposed 
to ordinary citizens — around 
the world, in tire same way 
drat the intelligence services o f 
every other nation da " 

"We will not apologize be¬ 
cause our services may be 
more effective." 

But she reiterated that in the 
wake of revelations by fugi¬ 
tive US intelligence contractor 
Edward Snowden, President 
Barack Obama had ordered a 
halt to US surveillance on 
friendly foreign leaders 

Merkel reacted furiously to 
reports Washington had inter¬ 
cepted conversations on her 
cellphone, and US-German re¬ 
lations are currently enduring 
their rockiest period for a 
decade as a result.

claimed that 320 political and 
business leaders in Germany 
were being monitored by the 
NS A including Interior Min¬ 
ister Thomas de Maiztere. 

The paper quoted an un¬ 
named senior US intelligence 
employee as saying US spies 
had been ordered not to allow 
the Idss of intercepts on 
Merkel to hamper US informa¬ 
tion gathering. 

The report sat awkwardly 
alongside an interview with 
German F or ei gn Mini ster 
Frank-Walter Steimneier, pub¬ 
lished m Spiegel magazine on 
Sunday, in which he expressed 
Ins belief that the United States 
had learned its lesson about 
spying on allied countries. 


"Washington has hopefully 
understood that die type of

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Rare, polio-like disease 
found in California 


children 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
rare, polio-like syndrome that 
has no known cure has 
emerged m a small number of 
children in California. US re¬ 
searchers said Sunday. 

Five cases of sudden ousel 
paralysis were described by 
Stanford University experts at 
the American Academy of 
NeurolDgy annual meeting in 
Philadelphia. 

"Although poliovirus has 
been eradicated hom most of 
the globe, other viruses can 
also injure the spine, leading to 
a polio-like syndrome,“ said 
Stanford neurologist and lead 
author of the case reports, 
Keith Van Haren. 

"In the past decade, newly 
identified strains of enterovirus 
have been linked to polio-like 
outbreaks among children in 
Asia and Australia." he said m 
a statement 

"These five new cases high¬ 
light the possibility of an 


emerging infectious polio-like 
syndrome in California." 

Polio has been largely wiped 
out across the globe, thanks to 
the introduction of an effective 
vaccine in the mid 195 0s. 

However, outbreaks of the 
highly contagious disease con¬ 
tinue m parts of die world, in¬ 
cluding Pakistan, Nigeria and 
Afghanistan 

The California children 
tested negative for polio, and 
all had been vaccinated 

The patients showed similar 
symptoms, such as sudden loss 
of movement in one or more of 
their limbs, resulting in paral¬ 
ysis usually within two days 

Three of the five youths had 
respiratory illness before their 
symptoms began. 

Two have tested positive for 
enter o virus-bS, a rare vims 
that has been previously asso¬ 
ciated with polio-like symp¬ 
toms 

The other three did not test 
positive, and doctors are still 
searching for the cause a f their 
paralysis. 

"We would like to stress that 
this syndrome appeal's to be 
very, veiy rare,* 1 said Van 
Haren. 

However, doctors believe 
there are likely more cases out 
there and are urging parents to 
contact a doctor right away if 
their child shows signs of 
paralysis. 


Ugandan president on gays: 

'you can get worms' 


ENTEBBE (AFP) - The 
mouth is made for eating and 
kissing, and gay oral sex will 
give you worms: Ugandan 
President Yowen Museveni on 
Monday gave a detailed expla¬ 
nation of why he believed ho¬ 
mosexuals should be jailed for 
life. 

“I have failed to understand 
that you can fail to be attracted 
to all these beautiful women 
and be attracted to a man,” the 
president told reporters as he 
si gn e d o ff on c ontrov ersi al 
anti-gay legislation that in¬ 
cludes life prison terms for re¬ 
peat offenders. 

'That is a really serious mat¬ 
ter There is something really 
wrong with you," he said. 

Museveni, a devout evangel¬ 
ical Christian, said the only ex¬ 
planation for being gay was 
money. 

"Homosexuals are actually 
mercenaries They are hetero¬ 
sexual people but because of 
money they say they are homo¬ 
sexuals These are prostitutes 
because of money," he said, as¬ 
serting that he had taken the 
time to get scientific advice be¬ 
fore signing off on the law 

“No study has shown you 
can be homosexual by nature," 
he said "That man can choose 
to love a man is a matter of 
choice After listening to the 
scientists, I got the facts. 

"Can somebody be homo¬ 
sexual simply by nature? The 
answer is no." 

□ne of the cultures that we 
detest is oral sex Hie mouth is 
for picking food, not for sex. 
We know r the address for sex. 
That address (the mouth) is not 
for sex," he said. “The mouth is 
for eating not for sex. The 
mouth is engineered for kiss¬ 
ing" 

As for gay oral sex he said 


die health risks were appalling 

"It is not healthy You can 
contract STD (sexually trans¬ 
mitted diseases). You push the 
mouth there, you can come 
back with worms and they 
enter your stomach because 
that is a wrong address.

He said homosexuality in 
Uganda has been "provoked by 
the arrogant and careless West¬ 
ern groups that are coming in 
our schools and recruiting ho¬ 
mosexuals into homosexuality 
and lesbianism".

Barca pays out 13.5m euros over Neymar transfer 



MADRID (AFP) - Spanish football champions Barcelona 
said Monday it would make a voluntary tax pay ment of 
13.5 million euros over the club's signing of Brazilian 
star striker Neymar but dented tax fraud. Judge Pablo 
Ruz at Madrid's National Court indicted the Catalan gi¬ 
ants on Thursday after seeing "sufficient evidence to in¬ 
vestigate a possible crime against the public treasury" 
over the 36-million-euro ($TiS-mi!lion) transfer of Ney¬ 
mar from Brazilian club S antos. He sought to establish 
whether or not Neymar, who joined Barcelona in May 
2013, was counted as a taxpayer in Spain or his native 
Brazil that year. Barcelona, currently trailing Real Madrid 
in La Liga by three points, said the dub would still "pre¬ 
sent a legal defence in the case opened against it" and 
assured fans it has "always acted within the law." State 
prosecutors have alleged that Barcelona owe the tax- 
man nine million euros, including the potential fine, this 
brought the total to the paid-out 13.5 million euros. 


Rooney yearns for more Champions League 
glory 



PIRAEUS (AFP) - Manchester United striker Wayne 
Rooney has admitted that he will not be satisfied if he 
finishes his career without lifting the Champions League 
trophy again. Rooney, who signed a new five-and-a-half- 
year contract earlier this week, tasted glory in the com¬ 
petition with United in 2008, before finishing on the 
losing side in the final against Barcelona in 2009 and 
2011. United have not looked like potential European 
champions this season, falling 15 points off the pace in 
the Premier League and crashing out of both domestic 
cup competitions, but Rooney says that their objectives 
remain the same.

Regulation to reduce Injuries on scoring 
p lays to be on experimental basis In 2014 


NEW YORK - Mat Dr League 
Baseball and the Major League 
Baseball Players Association 
announced Monday the addi¬ 
tion of Rule 7.13, covering col¬ 
lisions at home plate, on an 
experimental basis for the 
2014 season 

In 2D 14, the rule being im¬ 
plemented by MLB and the 
MLB PA will prohibit the most 
egregious collisions at home 
plate. The new experimental 
rule sets forth that. 

* A runner attempting to
